A Centennial and a Beginning

NE hundred years ago, Dr. 
American Board missionar y in Canton, 
had a vision. 
To his mission 
board he wrote, 
“Probably no one 
enterprise of 
equal extent and. 
importance can 
ever engage the 
attention of the 
American, or any 
other Bible So- 
ciety, as the wide 
circulation of the 
Bible among the 
Chinese.” His 
appeal drew from 
the American Bi- 
ble Society an 
appropriation of 
$3,000, which 
was committed 
through the 
American Board 
to its two mis- 
sionaries in 
China “to print 
and distribute 
the Holy Scrip- 
tures in the Chi- 
nese language as 
far as they can find demand for them promising 
well to the cause of Christianity.”

One felt that 
thessuccess or 
these meetings 
was due, first, to 
the thorough, 
prayerful, prepa- 
ration that had 
been) ma de. 
Nearly a year 
ago, a committee was formed upon the invita- 
tion of the American Bible Society. At that 
time all available energy and resources seemed to 
be needed for flood relief. But Scripture distri- 
bution among the refugees had already engaged 
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considerable effort, and the Christian leaders 
appreciated the importance of the proposed cel- 
ebration. They, therefore, set to work with en- 
thusiasm and, during the months that followed, 
arranged each detail with such care that the re- 
sults promise to be far-reaching. 

A second element of success in the meetings 
was found in the spirit of unity. While Prot- 
estant Christianity seems sometimes to be hope- 
lessly divided, the Bible Societies have been 
able to hold the allegiance, and to serve the 
needs, of all denominations. On the Wuhan 
committee were Anglicans, Lutherans, Method- 
ists, Congregationalists, Seventh-day Advent- 
ists, and others laboring together in a unity of 
purpose and common loyalty; nor did the fact 
that it was the anniversary of an American so- 
ciety appear as a barrier. English, Americans, 
and Chinese pulled together, and eventually the 
regional secretaries of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society and the National Bible Society of 
Scotland sat with the committee. 

The third factor to be mentioned was the 
capable Chinese leadership. The committee or- 
ganized with Dr. Harvey Hwang as chairman. 
The Rev. Shen Wen-ching and the Rev. C. K. 
Lee worked indefatigably, preparing hymns and 
ritual services. Mr. Rao Chih-an, the field sec- 
retary of the Bible Society, who was executive 
secretary, displayed an ability for organization 
and a tact and patience which could scarcely be 
excelled. So, too, did others contribute; one felt 
that the whole thing was a Chinese enterprise. 


Celebrating the Centennial 


‘The same superiority was found in the calibre 
of the speakers chosen.

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often introduced as “a Bible-loving Christian.” 
Day after day, for more than a week, the gen- 
eral spoke on an average more than twice a 
day. Often his addresses were an hour long. 
Always they vibrated with the reality of his 
Christian experience, his appreciation of the 
sible, and his loyalty to Jesus Christ. Whether 
he spoke to the throngs gathered in the largest 
churches of Wuchang and Hankow, or to the 
students in the church schools, or to govern- 
ment students and business men, he was un- 
qualifiedly evangelistic. 

Most appropriately, the last meeting of the 
program was held in the old Griffith John 
Church on Taiping Road, Hankow. It was a 
union meeting of the Church Federation. The 
building was crowded to the doors. Griffith 
John’s name has, for more than forty years, 
been held in high esteem by the Bible Societies 
for the excellent translation he made of the 
Scriptures; throughout his lifetime of service 
in China, he preached from the Bible and did a 
great amount of Scripture distribution. So, 
also, it was a happy conclusion to the week 
when the new Griffith John Church was dedi- 
cated with a vast throng of Christians present ; 
Dr. T. C. Fan and General Chang were among 
the speakers; and on the next day, Sunday, Dr. 
R. Y. Lo preached in the morning, and the gen- 
eral, in the afternoon. 


Making a Beginning 


On the last morning of the centenary celebra- 
tion, a group of seventy-five representatives 
came together from all the churches of Wuhan. 
They met to consider what part they were to 
have in Bible Society work of the future. 
After a “keynote address” by General Chang, 
a report was given of the recent Bible Societies’ 


Bishop Gilman presiding, Gen. Chang Chih-kiang speaking from the pulpit 
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conference in London, with its declaration of 
hope for the development of national Bible so- 
cieties among the younger churches. The 
Wuhan Christian leaders accepted this as an in- 
vitation to become partners in the task of Scrip- 
ture distribution, and proceeded to the forma- 
tion of an organization committee. 


Their interest and ability as demonstrated in 
this celebration promise well for the new so- 
ciety. At the closing meeting, Pastor Shen 
Wen-ching reported the action of the morning 
gathering and, after referring to what has been 
done by the older Bible Societies during this 
first one hundred years, concluded: “We shall 
hope by the end of another century to have put 
the Bible into every home in China, and to have 
given every Chinese an opportunity to read 
these Scriptures for himself.” 

That was more than a pious hope. Before 
the meetings began, one friend had contributed 
$5,000 for Chinese Bible Society work. At the 
close, another one came to the field secretary 
and handed him $100 in cash, which he had 
saved for his coffin, but decided to give to the 
new society. Not an appeal had been made for 
funds. No mention had been heard of financial 
obligation. But the Chinese Christian commu- 
nity will support and carry on Christian work 
to the limit ef their ability, when they believe in 
it and are convinced that it is theirs.

The committee had arranged a welcome ban- 
quet on Saturday evening, and mass meetings 
at Trinity Church, Wuchang, on Sunday after- 
noon, at St. Paul’s Church in Hankow on Mon- 
day evening, and at Church of Our Saviour for 
Tuesday afternoon. Then, they added a dis- 
cussion group of leaders from all the churches 
Wednesday afternoon, to be the last formal re- 
ligious service in the historic old Griffith John 
Church on Taiping Road. These meetings were 
all most successful. The churches were deco- 
‘rated with a great array of charts, posters, pic- 
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tures, banners, etc., illustrating the work of the 
American Bible Society in China, in Central 
China, and throughout the world. 

In addition, there was a table exhibit of edi- 
tions of Scriptures varying in date, language, 
and style. By way of literature there was (1) a 
neat little bookmark bearing the seal of the So- 
ciety and Dr. Bridgman’s prophetic appeal of 
1832, to which the Society responded with its 
first appropriation of $3,000; (2) a Chinese 
edition of our pamphlet “One Hundred Years” ; 
(3) the current issue of our quarterly; and 
(4) a well-worked-out program of songs and 
responsive prayers and Scriptures. 

The churches were crowded even when it 
rained. I estimated that in the four main meet- 
ings 3,250 people heard the addresses and 
joined in the worship. Then, there have been 
several meetings with students, at which, for 
the most part, General Chang Chih-kiang’s ad- 
dresses have related to the theme of our meet- 
ings. Sunday morning, he spoke to the student 
body at Wesley College, Monday evening at 
Griffith John College, Thursday morning at the 
Wesleyan Girls’ School in Hanyang, in which 
service the boys from the near-by Episcopal 
church joined, and in the afternoon he ad- 
dressed a mass meeting of 800 students at Cen- 
tral China University, half of whom were from 
government schools. Tuesday night he spoke 
at the Hankow Y. M. C. A., and had another 
date there on Wednesday night, having gone 
that morning to the Lutheran Theological Sem- 
inary at Shekow. Thursday he gave the ad- 
dress at the dedication of the new Griffith John 
Church and preached there again Sunday after- 


noon. ae

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Action of the Advisory Council 


Fourteenth Annual Session, November 30, 1932 


HE Advisory Council of the American Bi- 
ble Society in its fourteenth annual session 
desires to put itself on record as follows: 

1. We rejoice in the fellowship which a com- 
mon devotion to the Word of God makes pos- 
sible. We realize that the Bible begets un- 
derstanding and fellowship among those who 
accept its Lord, and we are correspondingly im- 
pressed with the sense of our responsibility as 
the representatives of the churches in this great 
work. 

2. We are impressed anew with the magni- 
tude of the trust administered by the American 
Bible Society. Almost ten million volumes of 
the Scriptures were issued and work was done 
in 182 languages last year by the American

Bible Society alone. This great work was done 
within a budget of approximately a million dol- 
lars for 1932. 

3. We rejoice in the progress which is being 
made in methods. The conference between the 
representatives of the American, British, and 
Scottish Bible Societies last summer is prophetic 
of a new era of efficiency. 

4. We rejoice in the note of optimism which 
has characterized the reports of the Executive 
Officers. While the budget has been cut to 
practically 25 percent below the amount ap- 
proved of in recent years, there has been no 
~ diminution in the efficient development of the 


work. The new issues of the Scriptures in 
self-pronouncing volumes now in process of 
publication, and the new Bible Houses in Rio 
de Janeiro and Tokyo, are evidences of the 
alertness of the Society to seize opportunities 
presented by the world-wide depression to se- 
cure needed equipment for a new day of oppor- 
tunity. 

5. We are again impressed with the fitness 
of the several officers of the Society for their 
tasks. Their cooperation and efficiency not only 
make the task of the Advisory Council a pleas- 
ure, but we are convinced that the administra- 
tion of the Society's work is in competent 
hands. 

6. We are impressed with the part which the 


Christian churches have to play in this great 
work. Not only does the Society look to the 
churches for at least one-fifth of the income 
with which to sustain its annual budget, but the 
churches hold the key to a much larger distri- 
bution of the Scriptures than has yet been real- 
ized. The American Bible Society is an arm of 
the church’s work in all of its missionary fields ; 
and a larger interest in, and support of, the 
work of the Society by the churches promotes 
their own work in bringing those for whom the 
church is responsible to a saving knowledge of 
the truth as revealed in our Scriptures. 

We, the representatives of the churches, de-

sire to have our respective denominations face 
the pertinent questions put to us in our delib- 
erations : 

(a) Is the support of the American Bible 
Society on the part of your denomination ade- 
quate ? 

(b) Is your denomination “Bible Society 
minded’’? 

(c) Are the churches loyal to their official 
denominational actions about the Bible Society ? 

In this connection we beg to suggest to the 
Secretaries of the Society that, in their ap- 
proach to the several denominations, with re- 
gard to the appointment of representatives of 
the Advisory Council, they clarify the responsi- 
bility of such representatives each to his own 
denomination, and ask that each such repre- 
sentative be recognized as the representative of 
the Bible Society before the church conventions 
and in the church periodicals of his own de- 
nomination. 

We further urge that all members of the Ad- 
visory Council count it as a part of their re- 
sponsibility to keep their denominations in-

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‘More Faith, More Facts, and...” 


YEAR ago, under the caption “Faith, 

Facts, and the Budget,” the budget for 

1932 was reported. This year, in presenting to 

our readers the budget for 1933, more faith has 

been required, more facts have had to he sought 

out, but less resources have been deemed avail- 
able for the budget. 

The most significant of this trio is faith. 
Who is there in these days of reduced resources 
does not have to put faith—even less than a 
grain of mustard seed—into the scales when 
making a budget. A few of the Society’s ad- 
visers would take counsel of their fears, draw 
not at all on equalization funds, built up for 
such a time as this from legacies and expired 
annuities, and run before the storm. Others, a 
large majority, confident in the stability of the 
Society’s financial structure and in the support 


of loyal friends, have held the Society on its 
steady course—reefing the sails here and there, 
watching compass and chart, but pressing on for 
the port of full service. Mindful of the lad’s 
loaves and fishes on a Galilean hillside long ago 
and of the living power of the same Lord who 
multiphed them, the Board has faith to believe 
that these resources and the Scriptures they 
produced will be marvelously multiplied in their 
ministry to human hearts. This is one half of 
the central truth. 
The other half is that we know that the So- 
ciety’s friends, actuated by a like faith are 
steadfastly standing by in the face of their own 
difficulties, recognizing the unquestioned need 
of both maintaining the courage of the de- 
pressed through the Scriptures and fortifying 
leaders and people alike through the transform- 
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ing and redeeming powers within the Book. 
Here are some instances of such faith: 
From Massachusetts 
I am enclosing the gift that I have given for sev- 
eral years. I had rather go without something than 


neglect to send it. 
From New Vork 

I usually make my annual contribution in January 
or February of each year, but believe it might be help- 
ful to you if I advanced the contribution to December. 
I am, therefore, enclosing my check. 

From Ohio 

As long as I have anything to contribute I feel sure 
it could not be put to any better use than that to which 
your great society assigns it. 

From Iowa 

I am enclosing a gift. Am not drawing a large 
salary, and it must be divided with a brother and two 
sisters, all unemployed now for nearly two years. 
When they find work, I will send you more. I do 
agree with you that “the foundation of God standeth 
sure,” and it alone. 

The facts which have had to be faced have 
been not only the all too familiar general facts 
of the economic depression. The specific facts 
of receding income in 1932 were vividly before 
the officers and the Board. Although the in- 
come from churches and individuals for 1932 
was estimated at $295,000, it became evident by 
April that this was too high; the budget was 
reconsidered, salaries were cut and reductions 
of over $45,000 for the balance of the year 
were made. It seems likely at this writing that 
the income from churches and individuals for 
1932 will show a decrease of $65,000 below an- 
ticipations. Not only present facts were con- 
sidered, but under the skilful guidance of the 
Treasurer the financial trends of past depres- 
sions and the Society’s policy in dealing with 
them were laid before the Advisory Council and 
the Finance Committee. 

Apart from these “hard” facts of income 
there were other great facts which were con- 
fronted. One was the greatly increased need 
for Scripture grants to persons, missions, 
churches and Sunday schools now too impover- 
ished to buy but more eager than ever to use 
them; an extra $4,000 which the Board was 
able to assign to this during the year could have 
been wisely used five times over and more. In 
some areas where reorganization of the work 
has been in progress, conditions are ripe for ad- 
vance that could not be made. The sense of the 
world’s need has been ever before the Society. 
It is our diminished resources against so great 
a need which is the real balance sheet, and, in 
that, we are “in the red.” 

Upon these and other facts our financial re- 


sources for 1933 have been estimated as fol-. 


lows: From churches $90,000 or $55,000 less 
than the budget as fixed a year ago; from indi- 
viduals $105,000 or $45,000 less ; from auxiliary 
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societies $14,000 or $2,000 more (not new giv- 
ing but newly applicable within the budget) ; 
from trust funds and other available invest- 
ments $134,000 or $22,000 less; from net rents 
in the Bible House $3,000 or $17,000 less; 
from legacies and annuities, $170,000 (held at 
the same figure as last year) ; from miscellane- 
ous sources and income designated for the 
blind, $14,000, or $500 less. In total, the 1933 
budget, excluding income from sales in the 
United States and from sales and gifts on the 
foreign field, is fixed at $530,000—which is 
$137,500, or one-fifth, less than the budget of 
1932. To this is added as estimated income 
from sales in the United States $236,000, and 
from estimated sales and gifts in the foreign 
agencies $163,575 making a total of $929,575. 

It is in the light of this estimate that the 
budget of expenditures for the year has been 
made; it will be, as always, carefully watched 
through the year, for we abhor deficits. As it 
goes out to the service of the Master, send with 
it your prayers.

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Expectations Exceeded 


By the Rev. D. H. Stanton, Secretary, Atlanta Division 
William Ingraham Haven Memorial Agency among the Colored People 


The remarkable series of meetings here reported were a further development in the special work 
of Mr. Stanton among the young people of his territory of which these pages have already told. 


GREAT young people’s Bible 

conference was held in Atlanta 
this fall, which exceeded expectations 
and made a deep impression. Begin- 
ning on Thursday afternoon, its clos- 
ing service was on Sunday evening. 
We had our first session with the min- 
isters with a view better to acquaint 
them with our purpose and to insure 
a united effort. The best-informed 
colored minister in the city was asked 
to give the opening message. This went off 
splendidly. A large group of ministers were 
present and threw themselves, without reserve, 
into the effort. 

That evening we had a minister, an outstand- 
ing layman who had considerable experience 
with young people, and a professor of More- 
house College, to speak on the general theme, 
“The Bible and Youth.” Friday afternoon, 
there were two addresses on “The Bible in the 
Home,” and three on “How to Interest Young 
People in Bible Study,” all topics being open 
for discussion. 

Friday evening, the young people carried out 
the entire program. It was entitled “Grand 
Musicale,’ and consisted of four solos, two 
quartets, a sextet, and six choruses, in which 
98 high school students participated, trained 
and led by the school directress of music. Some 
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of the selections were choice Negro 
spirituals, and others were classic 
pieces, including the three Psalms, 
“The Lord is my shepherd,” “As the 
hart panteth,’ and “The Lord is my 
light,’ and closing with the Hallelujah 
Chorus by Handel. Their faces 
glowed as they sang from the old 
book, old songs which must ever be 
new. No one who heard them can 
ever say that young people are not in- 
terested 1 in sacred music. It was a “sacred con- 
cert,” which literally gripped the audience of 
over a thousand persons, and held them for 
nearly two hours. Those who have been in 
Atlanta for some time and who have opportuni- 
ties to listen to many musical programs, spoke 
of it as the best and most unique rendered in 
the city in recent years. The fact that the Bible 
was at the center of our thought, and that 
around it everything circled during the concert 
as well as in the meetings, increased rather than 
lessened the interest. The directress, who has 
had considerable experience with this chorus 
trained by her, says that in no program have 
they manifested such interest. 

On Saturday afternoon, there were two fur- 
ther addresses on the theme “A Study of the 
Psalms.” Saturday evening was given to a 
song service, with music furnished by the Allen

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Temple Glee Club, and an address. On Sun- 
day, there was an address at the Sunday-school 
hour, and the sermon by a special preacher at 
the church service. 

The closing service on Sunday evening was 
marked by a feature which attracted especial at- 
tention. Four students—one from each college 
in Atlanta—had been selected from the senior 
or junior classes, and had prepared papers on 
“Why college young people should be conver- 
sant with the Scriptures.” The church where 
the meeting was held easily seated one thousand 
people. Every available seat was taken, and 
many people were turned away. To this packed 
house these four young people read their pa-

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give the 2,900 colored high school pupils of At- 
lanta a copy each of the Book of Genesis or 
Psalms. We thought this entirely appropriate, 
since the high school chorus furnished the 
music for the conference. The interest ran so 
high that the principal of the school asked that 
the presentation be deferred until the following 
week, when the school was to have a special 
program in which Chief Justice Russell, father 
of the governor of Georgia, was to take part. 
This was gladly arranged. On that occasion, 


immediately preceding the address of the Chiet 
Justice, I had the honor of presenting to Pro- 
fessor C. L. Harper, principal of the Booker T. 
Washington High School, a Bible for the school

pers. Naturally enough, I felt that they made 
a definite contribution to the cause, but I was 
happy beyond expression that all present were 
of the same opinion; only they expressed it in 
stronger language. Coming as the students did 
from the four Negro colleges in the city, and 
representing the best in those colleges,—the best 
scholarship and character,—their pronounce- 
ments provoked much thought and kindled the 
keenest kind of interest in our work. The after- 
math in the form of inquiries about my work 
and expressions of appreciation for the work 
of the conference has been gratified. A prize 
of ten dollars had been offered for the best 
paper—only one prize; but the judges, one of 
whom was Bishop Keeney, resident bishop of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, regarded the 
papers as of so high grade as to make it neces- 
sary to have a second prize also. Bishop 
Keeney made an impressive closing address. 


We had been at work, through our young 
people, on an effort to get the community to 


and copies of the Psalms or Genesis for each 
student. 
Further Developments 

Growing out of this conference, was launched 
an effort to place in the hands of 20,000 boys 
and girls the Gospel of St. Luke, with the re- 
quest that they read the story of the birth of 
Christ as told by that Gospel. We are getting 
a good start and are already feeling happy over 
the good that may be done in this way. 

No one knows just what may be accom- 
plished in the years to come through these 
aroused young folk.

the final session on Sunday night, when almost 
1,500 people were present. It is estimated that 
fully three thousand people were directly 
touched and influenced by this conference. The 
response by the young people to the intelligent 
and dynamic leadership of Mr. Stanton was 
beautiful to behold. Nothing like it has ever 
been seen in Atlanta. The immediate effect of 
this meeting is an increased interest in Bible 
study on the part of the young people, and a 
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deeper consecration and a larger sense of re- 
sponsibility and obligation on the part of older | 
people. Henceforth the Bible will have a larger 
place in their lives and will be an open book in 
their homes. Mr. Stanton was particularly _ 
happy in his selection of speakers for the con- 
ference—all of them men of exceptional ability. 
We desire by all possible means to conserve the 
spiritual results of this meeting. It has helped 
all of the Negro churches in Atlanta.” 


Forward Steps in Union 


HOSE who recall the account, in the Oc- 

tober Recorp, of the notable conference 
of the American, British, and Scottish Bible 
Society representatives in London during the 
summer, will be interested in a further step to- 
ward union of work in China therein men- 
tioned. A letter was sent out in November by 
the secretaries in China of the three societies— 
Carleton Lacy of our Society, G. W. Sheppard 
of the British Society, and Walter Milward of 
the Scottish Society—to their correspondents in 
Central China, announcing definite steps as fol- 
lows: 

“While complete union of the work of the 
three societies through a Chinese Bible Society 
cannot be immediately realized, certain steps 
are now to be taken in this direction. All of 
the work of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety and of the American Bible Society in the 
Central China field is to be united in one office 


and administration from January 1, 1933. The 
business office and salesroom will be at 39 
Poyang Road, Hankow, in the premises hereto- 
fore occupied by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, The Rev. R. J. Gould (B. KF, Basa 
and Mr. Rao Chih-an (A. B. S.) will be the 
secretaries in charge; Mr. Gould will have spe- 
cial responsibilities for English correspondence 
and the accounts, and Mr. Rao for Chinese cor- 
respondence and field cultivation. Mr. Hirst, 
who for twenty years has been in the American 
Bible Society office, is being transferred tempo- 
rarily for work in the Shanghai office. 

“The National Bible Society of Scotland will 
be maintaining their office in the Lutheran Mis- 
sions Building, Hankow. * * * 

“The books of each and any Society are still 
available, and it will be our effort to supply you 
with the same style books you have been re- 
ceiving, or whatever else you may request.” 


Advancing in Italy 


OR many years the American Bible Society 

has assisted in the distribution of the Scrip- 
tures in Italy through two principal channels— 
pastors and colporteurs of the Waldensian 
Church and the pastors and colporteurs con- 
nected with the Methodist Episcopal Church 
Conference. Two illuminating incidents have 
been received from the moderator of the 
Waldensian Church, Pastor V. Alberto Cos- 
tabel. While they show that difficulties have 
to be overcome by colporteurs, they also indi- 
cate an encouraging development in religious 
liberty. He writes: 

“Two colporteurs are tried for holding a 
public meeting in a private house. The justice 
of the peace discharges them, ‘because all the 
people who attended the meeting had been per- 
sonally invited and the door locked up before 
the expounding of the gospel had begun.’ The 
public prosecutor appealed to the Supreme 
Court against the discharge, ‘because, if the 


door had been closed, a window remained open, 
and under it people were listening.” The cause 
was discussed on January 13. Counsel for the 
defendants, advocate Escobedo, made the fol- 
lowing query in his plea: ‘What is the explana- 
tion of such a stubborn animosity against two 
peaceful citizens? The reason is this: There 
are functionaries, mostly police officers, who, 
not having yet understood the spirit of the 
fascist laws which are intended fully to safe- 
guard and protect the liberty of conscience and 
worship, tend to substitute themselves for the 
legislator, and do all they can to annoy and 
harass law-abiding citizens who want only to 
worship God according to their conscience and 
to propagate their faith.” The Supreme Court 
gave a verdict in favor of the colporteurs. 
“Another colporteur was greatly annoyed by 
a lot of fanatically minded people, who did 
their best to prevent his sales. Seeking for

DECEMBER MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE eighth stated meeting of the Board 
was held on Thursday, December 1, at 
2 30 p.m., President J. Frederick Talcott in 
the chair. Devotional exercises were conducted 
iby the Rev. Thomas H. Mackenzie, D.D. 

_ The minutes of the seventh stated meeting of 
the year were presented and approved. The 
following memorial minute was adopted: 


Henry St. George Tucker, LL.D. 


By the death of Henry St. George Tucker, LL.D., 
on October 25, 1932, in his eightieth year, the Society 
has lost one of its Vice-Presidents most distinguished 
in public life. In the words of Governor Pollard, he 
“added new lustre to a name already preeminent in the 
history of Virginia. He was a profound student of 
‘the American Constitution, and was its stout and un- 
failing defender. In manner he was lovable and gra- 
cious. In loyalty to principle he was bold and in- 
flexible.” 

Dr. Tucker represented the fourth generation of a 
family distinguished, from the days of the Revolution, 
in war, in peace, in law, and in statecraft. Elected a 
‘member of Congress for ten terms, he was there rec- 
ognized for his unusual abilities, as he was also by the 
legal profession, which chose him as president of the 
American Bar Association in 1905. In 1896, he be- 
came professor of constitutional law and equity at 
Washington and Lee University, succeeding his father, 
and, in 1899, became dean of its law school. In 1905, 
he became dean of the school of law and diplomacy at 
George Washington University, Washington, D. C., 
‘and was the author of several high ranking books on 
constitutional subjects. 
| His state and nation are the richer because of Dr. 
~Tucker’s character and service. 


protection, he went to the police headquarters, 
where he met with the following advice: “Drop 
‘the Bibles, and sell other books; you will earn 
much more and without any trouble at all.’ 
The answer did not satisfy him. So he went 
home and sent a letter to Signor Mussolini, 
along with a copy of the Bible. A few days 
later he was sent for by the ‘questore.’ ‘What 
did you write to the Duce?’ ‘I simply let him 
know that the police, here, do not give me the 
protection I am entitled to, according to the 
law.’ ‘You will have, henceforth, all the pro- 
tection you want.’ 

“The officer who had given him what he con- 
sidered a rather witty suggestion lost his job.” 
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The death of U. S. Senator Wesley L. Jones, 
a Vice-President, was reported and the Presi- 
dent requested to appoint a committee to pre- 
pare a memorial minute. 

The budget for 1933 was presented by the 
Officers, together with the recommendation of 
the Budget Committee supported by the Ad- 
visory Council. Appropriations for the year 
1933 were adopted, totaling, together with an- 
ticipated receipts from foreign fields, $929,575. 
(See page 9.) 

The minutes of the Advisory Council and the 
action unanimously adopted by it were pre- 
sented, (Sée page 7.) 

The Board adopted a resolution of warm 
thanks to the members of the Council for their 
presence and helpful interest, and to the Execu- 
tive Officers for the thoroughness and good 
judgment with which they had prepared and 
presented the budget docket. 

The minutes of standing committees were 
presented and approved and their recommenda- 
tions adopted. 

Messrs. Harry A. Kinports, John Baldwin 
Walker, M.D., and Ward Melville, all of New 
York City, were elected as members of the 
Board, 

General Secretary North was requested to 
send a message of greeting and good wishes on 
behalf of the Board to the Rev. Robert H. Mil- 
ligan, D.D., former Secretary of the Upper 
Andes Agency, at present in a hospital. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of October, 1932: Brazil, 
4,300 volumes, valued at $3,153.90; Caribbean, 
22 volumes, valued at $42.14; La Plata, 50 vol- 
umes, valued at $152.48; Mexico, 762 volumes, 
valued at $627.73; Philippines, 100 volumes, 
valued at $62.10; Upper Andes, 542 volumes, 
valued at $194.38; West Indies, 1,055 volumes, 
valued at $281.10; total volumes, 6,831; total 
value, $4,513.83. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of October were 286,769 volumes. 

The meeting was adjourned.
